testified that M. .Souligon, a civil engineer 
wlio dill work ou the .IsthuuiH, cjiiio to hini 
one day with an offer of .'iO.OUO francs for 
his vote on the Lottery Loan bill. Wlicb 
he deplined the brilje, }>l. Souli/;oD added 
that Charles de Lesseps bad authorized him 
to offer any sum up to 300,000 francs for M. 
Oliaiitagrors vote. M. Cliaulagrel refused 
to accivit. the .'ilKI,! I!0 fniiicH, although M. 

oulit;oii iu;,'ueil wi'Ji him for ijomo time so 
as to iuiluci! liim to accpl t.lie money. 

M. Ste;)haiiie, cli-rk for M. I'ropper, 
l>;ao:i di; liuiiiaoh'.-i ['ii rii:cr, teritifK'il uon- 
corning hh exprrieiicj willi a liiit of nioro 
th.iii Olio hundred cousplcuous men wlio 
were compromised Ijy tlie I'aiiama aoaiulal. 
He liad received tlio list frnui Baron de 
Keiiiach, and after Dri Iv'inach'a deatli had 
delivered it to M. ('leiiieucciiu. 'J'ho list 
was .-iiiiiilar to the rjiiu held liyiM, Andrieuic. 

JI. Utsi-hiiinpi Kiid ho had ti.l;eu Arton's 
list of couiproiuiM! i deputies to Arton's mis- 
tress since the High t of tho lobbyist. Des- 
champs made a aeusation while testifying 
by remarking inoideulally that he had been 
in constant coniiuuuicalion with M. An- 
driettx. 

Charles ITlouquot, ex-Promier and ex-Pre; 
aidcnt of the Chamber of Deputies, was the 
next witness. He was nervous and pale, 
liiefore examining him Judge Desjardina 
hud Charles de Lesaep's repeat his teBcimony 
as to tho contribution of 300,000 francs 
made at M. Flouquot's request by tho Pana- 
ma Uanal Company to tlio fund for tho 
campai)»n against lioulangor in tho Depart- 
nient of the Nord. In concluding his state- 
ment M. de Lesaeps said : "I render all 
homage to the delicacy and loyalty which 
distinguished M. Flouquet's conduct; but I 
declare positively that, he nude to mo tho 
exact proposals already made for him by Al. 
Arton." 

Mr. Flouquet replied at onco in a loud 
and unnatural tone : "I repeat tho denial 
already made by me before tho exumininR 
magistrate. Tho manner of acting and 
speaking attributed to ine by i\l. do Lesaops 
are entirely foreign to my personality. As 
M. do Lesseps puts the matter, it was much 
worse than if I had brought pressure to 
bear on liim, as ho coniplaina that every- 
body else did. In his testimony he has for- 
gotten however, that I did not usaume oIKce 
until April .'1, 188S, and that tho election 
took placo on Apn' 15th, tho voting on 
tho Lottery loan bill being on the 27th." 

" Nevertheless, we had proofs that Baron 
d6 Reinach sent out the money under your 
Ministry in 188S," interpellated Charles do 
Lesseps. " I do not understand what you 
mean," replied M. Flouquet. Loud protests 
came from the body of the court and several 
persons shouted, " Tell the truth ! " Tho 
presiding judge's call for order only evoked 
more shouts, and his voice waa lost in the 
uproar as he threatened to have the court 
clearod.^Both M. de Leaaepa and M. Flou- 
quet tried '.to.. mal{e statements, but 
neither <»uld be heard a few feet away. 
Kach denied flatly the truth of what tho 
other had said, but only the reporters 
caught; their words. Aa the din increased, 
iludgo Desjardina ordered that the Court bo 
cleared, and amid a babel of voices shout- 
ing reproaches and accusations ut tho judge, 
tho audience was driven out by the ushers. 

When order was restored, M. de Jj'js.iepa 
got tho first word and said clearly and posi- 
tively : " I repeat that- M. Flou(|uet asked 
to Bee me in regard to tho report that Hiiron 
do Keinach intended to sue the I'aiiaiiia 
Company, and that ho advised me to pay 
liiiioii de 1-leinach the large sum demanded 
by liiiii, in order that the Government might 
not be annoyed by tho suit." 

M. Flouiiuet, after a short pause, admit- 
ted that he liad talked with M. do Lesseps 
concorniug tho Reinach suit. "I know 
neither Baron do Reinach nor Cornelius 
Herz, however, and I am amazed that any- 
body should make an incident out of this 
tritle. I would be ready to do again what I 
then did. It was at the time of tho Boulang- 
isl agitation, and popular feeling waa being 
excited by free diatrilmtione of money. 
Wlien I found that tho Panama Canal Com- 
pany waa Betting aside large sums for ad- 
vertising, I naturally asked why such 
anrtounts should go to fill the exchequer of 
the enemies of the Republic." 

"Did you ttnow the lobbyist, Arton?" in- 
quired M. Barbonx. 

" I saw him once or twice," replied M. 
Flouquet, " but had no regular relations 
with him." 

M. Clemenceau, tho next witness, denied 
that Cornelius Hcrz had given, us teatiiied 
by Charles do Lesseps, some six liundred 
thousand francs for tho support of I^a 
.Iiislice to tho Canal company. La Justice 
liad been pledgiid to uaaial tho Panama com- 
pany, he aaid, long before the beginning of 
tlio aoaiidal, and, thoreforo, it waa not 
iieceaaary to liuy the support of either the 
journal or its editor. Ho then described 11, 
visit made by liiin and M. Ranee, editor of 
r.u I'ari.H, to M. do Freyoinet. He and M. 
Kuiico had spoken v.uth Do Freyciuet 
to Do Reinach'a threati ned action against 
the I'anama people beciiuao they feared that 
the action might cause tho collapao of tho 
canal entcrpriae, and tliat such a collapse 
would be uaed to unsettle the Republic. 

M. do Froycinot, looking tired and har- 
nsaed, followed M. Clemenceau on tho 
stand. " I sent for Charles do Lesaeps in 
tho interests of tlie public," ho said. 
" With tho samo interests at iieart I od- 
viaed him to avoid a lawsuit with Baron do 
Reinach. When he tried to enter into par- 
ticulars I stopped him by saying that I was 
not oalled upon to act as judge in the mat- 
ter." 

When asked to oonfirm or deny tliia 
statement, Charles de Lesseps said : 

"I do not and have not disputed that M. 
de Froycinet spoke to me in the interests of 
the public. It was in tho samo intetcct 
that I gave De RoinachSmillionR." 

" I cannot believe," added i\l. do Frey- 
oinet, " that this conversation with 1110 im- 
pidled M. do Leaacps to give way to Baron 
de Rcinacli's demands. What I said necea- 
aitated nothing whatever."

CUBAN FIHBUSTERIN&. 

Proposed Rovolntloiiary- Expedition From 
Key Westand Cape FIorlda-U;S. Author! 
ties on the Alert. ^ 

Key West, Fla.', March 10,-^The revenue 
steamer AIoLaine, Captain Littlefield com- 
manding, arrived hero on Monday to ro- 
ploniah her coal supply and to communicate 
with tho authorities. She has been com- 
municating actively between Key Weat and 
Cape Florida for tho past two weeks in tho 
interests of the United States watching for 
tho steamer wliich is expectial to sail on a 
lilibuatering expedition from this port or 
from some of tho islands between it and Bis- 
cayno Bay. Tho proposed expedition is 
said to be under tho direction of a iiromin- 
eut Cuban leader, (Jen. Manuel Marti. It 
is reported that at least li50 men are ou the 
Island of IC"y West who will go willi tlio 
expedition, and it is expected that at least 
100 others from Tampa, Fla. , will join the 
expedition at some remote place known only 
to tho leaders. Thcae men are all well 
drilled and disciplined and armed with rc 
pcating riflsa. 

No people in the western world arc more 
patriotic than the Cubans of Key West. 
They Rave sot oaido a day which thoy have 
o'illed Patriotic day. The earninca of every 
Cuban for one d^y ^re donated on Patriotic 
day to the cause of Cuba. It goes without 
saying that 99 per cent, of tho Americans 
of this island are in sympathy with tho 
Cubans in their struggle for independence.

XcM- Itrlllsb Coln.s. 
London, March 10. — Designs have been 
adopted by the treasury for a new issue of 
coioa. According to the drawings the now 
coins will be tho moat beautiful ever minted. 
Tho five-pound gold piece has for tho ob- 
verse an impression of tho Queen, and for 
tho reverse the familiar imago of St. Seorge 
Tho two-pound piece, sovereign and half 
sos'ercign are similar in design. The silver 
crown, or five-shilling piece, baa the same 
design on tho faces, but instead of being 
milled tho edge bears a Latin motto iu 
raised letters. The half-crowns liavo on the 
reverse the armorial ensign of tho United 
Kingdom, and the florin bears the national 
arms of Scotland, Ireland and England, 
combined with the three emblems, thistle, 
shamrock and rose. Tho smaller pieces, in- 
cluding the subsidiary coinage known as tho 
(,>ucen's maundy money, fourpence, three- 
pence, twopence and one penny, are similar 
in design to the coins of nfgher denomina- 
tion. 

Alanliood StifTi'iiKC In Itclfflum. 

BiHT.ssKi.s, March 10. — Grimard, tho pre- 
sident of tho referendum coirimittee, under 
whose auspices tho popular vote on man- 
hood suil'rago was taken on February 26, 
has presented to King Leopold a report of 
tho election. The Kine, in reply, says that 
he himself i3 a strong friend of liberty and 
has asked repeatedly, but in vain, for a 
royal referendum in matters of military and 
personal service. He haa counselled pa- 
tience among the advocates of universal auf- 
frige until tho necessary two-thirds major- 
ity ia secured in tho chamber. 



The .N'e.vl <;overnor-C;eneraI. 

London, March 10. — There ia a rumor 
current to the effect that tho l'],irl of Aber- 
deen will not succeed Lord Stanley of Pres- 
ton as (iuvernor-Goneral of Canada, but 
will accept tho position of Viceroy of India, 
and that Lord Braaaey is going to Canada 
instead. There seems, however, to bo no 
warrant for tho statement, and there ia 
every reason to expect that Lord Aberdeen's 
selection for Canada, as originally an- 
nounced, will be confirmed. 

Hnrdcrons Bpanlak Robberx. 

Mapiiid, March 10. — A bank of robbers 
broke into tho house of a steward named 
Hipoluo, in Allilata, Province of Quenca, 
on Wednesday night, killed live inmates 
and carried off all the small articles of value 
in the house. None of them have been 
caught. 



ILVWAII AND TIll<] U. S. 

The Annexation ComirdaBloners Call Upon the 
Secretary of State— The Treaty Dead 
for the Present. 

Wasiiin(iton, D.- C., March 10.— Secre- 
tary Grosham and Messrs. Thurston and 
Castle, of tho Hawaiian Annexation Com- 
mission, iiad an interview at tho State De- 
partment, this afternoon, which lasted only 
live or ten minutes. The Secretary told the 
Commissionera that the treaty had been with- 
drawn lor consideration, and intimated that 
ho might require some information from 
them regarding tho sititation in Hawaii. 
Tho Comiiiiaaioncrs told him that they 
would hold theinaelvcH at liis diKpoaal and 
iho interview closed. Tho impresaion pre- 
vaila, in olllcial circles, that the treaty will 
not find its way to the Senate again daring 
the extra session. 

STRIKINC SWITCHMEN. 

The ChlciiKO Kiilhva.v.i Said to Hare Mere 
Thau Hulllcleni .Mou to Attend 
Their Hidings. 

CniCARO, March 10. — Thia afternoon tho 
Chicago and Kasleru Illinois and other 
roads, through their ollioials, requested tho 
oflicera of tho Switchmen's- Union to 
state .what their action would be 
in connection 'with the refuaat of 
tho railroad companies to grant their do- 
nianda. This fact in connection witli tho 
statement made by the switchmen that tho 
companies have now seven hundred men 
quartereil at various places in tho city under 
pay, leads to tho belief that the com- 
panies mean to force the issue by locking 
out the men. Tho mcu secured are aaid, by 
tho agents of tho companies, to bo coming 
into tho city by every train,

Ottawa, March 10.— Tho order providing 

that grazing leaaeu in the Territories and 
British Columbia must bo submitted to 
public competition has been repealed. 

Senator McDonald has given notice to in- 
terrogate tho Government relative to the 
enforcement of offal regulations on the 
Fraser river, to what extent they liave been 
ol)Scrved, and the nature of tho inspectors' 
reports thereon. 

Mr. McCarthy's trade resolution was 
defeated. 

A lively discus.siou occurred this morning 
in the Banking and Commerce oomraittee on 
tho bill tn incorporate the Maritime Manu- 
facturing Company, tho object of which is 
to consolidate tho sugar rilincrica of Nova 
Scotia and Nov/ Biuuawick under one mau- 
agement. Tho capital is four millions. 
Many of the members said the measure was 
an insidious attempt to create a gigantic 
sugar combine iu the Dominion. Mr. Stairs 
protested that it wna not so. Tho bill stood 
over till next meeting. 

The revenue for February shows an ex- 
cess over expenditure of §771,000. 

Hon. Mr. Bowcll introduced a bill in the 
Senate to day amending the Seamen's act, 
providing that parties selling stores to ves- 
sels shall have a lien the same as ia. no'W en- 
joyed by sailors. The bill applies to the 
internal 'marine and coasting trade. 

No railway siibsidiea will be voted thia 
year.

Boston, Mass., March 10. — One of tho 
most destructive fires in tho history of Boa- 
ton, next in magnitude to the famous one of 
Thanksgiving Day, 1889, and in the same 
district, broke out shortly after 4 o'clock 
this afternoon, and before it waa under con- 
trol, three hours later, had burned over 
more than a square, had reduced to ashes 
several of tho magnificent new buildings re- 
cently completed in the territory burned 
over three and a half years ago and consumed 
property valued at, on conservative esti- 
mate, §1,000,000. The calamity has been 
attended by scenes of panic and distress 
never before equalled in tho memory of 
citizens now living, and has destroyed 
several human livea and mangled and 
niained at least thirty persons, some of 
whom will die of their injuries. 

At •1:25 o'clock the alarm was rung in 
from box 52. It was soon followed by a 
second and then a general alarm. 'The 
fl imea broke out in the toy department of 
Horace Partridge Co.'s, wlio occupied 
the fifth and sixth lloora of the ucven storey 
building at tho corner of Essex and Lincoln 
streets, owned by F. L. Ames. Tho cause 
is at present unknown. At tho start it is do- 
scribed by thoae nearest it as resembling the 
bursting of a Gre cracker. Tho flames 
spread with incredible rapidity, and in a 
very abort time the entire interior building 
waa burning. There were many employes 
of tho Partridge Co. at work at tho time, 
and the floor of tho building sprinkled with 
human beinga. The usual avenues of es- 
cape were at once out ofif and then began a 
scramble for life, which sickened tho be- 
holder. 

The panic stricken inmates fled to tho 
windows and root. Some escaped by shin- 
ning down tlio telegraph polea, otliora by 
leuping into blankets and nets. Sovcrul 
jumped to the pavement, six or eight 
storoya, and were terribly mangled, and 
others— how many cannot now be told— fell 
back into tho cauldron of flames or were 
overcome 1)3' the dense black amoke, which 
auli'oeal.iid all who did not speedily escape. 

The entire fire ilepartment of the city waa 
HpiHHlily on tho scene. The dcparttnenta of 
.Soinervillo, Cimbridgo, Newton. Qiiincy 
and iirockton arrived later by train and aid 
waa retiuestcd to bo in readiness from other 
diatant citiea. Fortunately, further help 
was not needed, 

Vast crowds of people began at once to 
flook to the scene, and as a matter of spec- 
ulation Governor Rusael speedily ordered 
two companies of militia under arms|and pro- 
ceeded to tho fire in person, where he 
as soon joined by Mayor Matthews. The 
committee of the City Council appointed to 
inveatigate.the causes of recent largo fires 
was in aeaaion at the City Hall, but immedi- 
ately adjourned to tho scene of tho con- 
flagration. 'Tho firo spread rapidly from 
building to building, and dcapite 
tho lieroio efforts of tho entire 
fire ayatem of Suffolk county, wna 
not controlled until the whole aquaro bound- 
ed by Essex atreet on the north, Lincoln 
street on tho cast. Tufts on tho south and 
Ivingalon on tho west, had been levelled, to- 
gether with ono building north of lOascx 
street, extending along Coiumbia street, 
thrco more on the east side of Lincoln street 
I and one on the comer of . the United States 



hotel, south of Tufts atreet, which corner 
contained tho emergency hospital. 

The cnnfl igration, aa viewed from a dis- 
tance, was grand. A deuae pall of black 
smoke covered that sectiou of tho city and, 
as darkness came on, it was lighted up by 
the llamea, while occasionally firo and burn- 
ing embers shot up volcano-liko into the 
ebony mass. Near to, tho aceno was awful. 
While tho Ames building waa burning there 
were repeated explosions like fireworks, 
mingled with the hoarse shouts of the 
firemen, tho clanging and puffing of 
engines, tho crash ol falling walls, tho rum- 
bio of the hurrying teams and tho surging 
of the vast crowd, which soon gathered ana 
rushed to and fro in everybody's way. Tho 
police service was admirable. Tho streets ■ 
wero promptly roped off and in tho right 
sections. Tho wires were as usual in the 
way, and in many places lay in a tangled 
mass, but the current hud been. turned off. 

The three largest buildings burned were 
of modern construction and hud been built 
in the moat non-combustible style poasiblo 
for mercantile uses. Tho incoming trains 
from all directions were heavily loaded, and 
during tho early part of the evening prob- 
ably over ."lO.OOO outsidors helped to pack 
tho streets in tho vicinity while the fire was 
in progress. A conservative estimate of the 
total loEB ia .* 1 ,51)1). 000. The inHiiranco will 
unount to about ?l,0();),009. For tho first 
tinio in Iviatoii fire history, the overhead 
wire .syaieiu liaa proved the mcana of aaving 
a life. When tho fire waa in the Brown- 
Durel building and at ita hi'i!.;ht tho form 
of a man, who aulist qiienlly proved to bo 
Chief ICgan, of Ear^t Boston, waa sctu at tlic 
eighth dioty w.mdow. 

He bulrily seized one of the large inaiilut- 
ed cables, which contained a largo number 
of electric wires, and proceeded to cross to 
the opposite building hand over hand. He 
had gone but a few feet when it became ap- 
parent that ho could not last long, and^ 
groatl/ to the relief of tho crowd, ho throw 
both legs over the half- inch cable, which slight- 
ly expanded, and slowly and tediously made 
hia way toward the building at Kingston 
Street, to which tho cable ran. A Urge 
number of life-saving nets, canvasses and 
olothes were produced, and firemen, police- 
and bystanders vied with each other in- 
holding them while others bonrseley shouted 
to the imperilled man to drop. - - To have 
done so seemed to court instant death. 
Hia white, agonized facei o'onid be seen as he 
slowly made his way over the cable. Several 
times the voice of ihe vast crowd was- 
hushed aa it seemed that the poor being 
hanging there waa lost. All at once the 
crowd broke into a cheer, which seemed to 
infuse ncwlifo into tho flagging spirit of the . 
fireman. Ho hung midway bebwoon the 
two buildings, and if he could only hang a. 
few minutes more he would bo saved. 

Every inch of the space below was now 
covered with nets. At this point the- 
cloud of smoke cleared away and tho man 
waa recognized as Chief John F. Egan, who 
had only been out of the house a short time 
whore ho was confined with a broken collar- 
bone and other injuries received by falling 
on tho ioe. A squad of''*men ran up to 
tho building. No. 119 Kingston street, 
and slowly lowered tho cable to which 
the man was hanging. At tho same 
timo Hook and Ladder 14 directed a ladder 
to meet tho slowly descending man. The- 
cable was payed out slowly. Tho exhausted 
man gradually came nearer terra firma, hia- 
body swung close to the burning building, 
trom which issued denao clouds of smoke,, 
when he was but two stories from the 
ground. In a few seconds he swung into 
tho arms of hia companiona, who releaaed 
his hold, and as weak as a rat he 
wus carried from tho scene. Truly 
snatched from the jaws of death, a shout of 
triumph and applause went up from the 
throats of the vast multitude. 

Hoseman O'Connor, of engine No. 7,. 
stated to a reporter that his hose engine' 
was the first at the scene of the conflagration ', 
and was sent to the aeoond atory of the ^ 
Ames building to help save the employes 
of the Horace Partridge concern. He said : ' 
" I have been in many a tight place, but- 
what I have seen to-night I sliall remembor 
as long as I live. When I reached the-' 
aeoond story and entered tho room on the 
Lincoln street side the sight was 
moat pitiful. Men, women and girls, 
frenzied with fear, were strug- 
gling to reach the windows to throw 
themselves into tho street. Taking them 
ono at a titno I lowered them by tho hands 
as far as I could and then dropped them 
into tho ncta spread for them below, at 
the samo time fighting tho mad crowd 
b.ick from the wiudowD. The cries 
of the frightened creatures wore 
heartrending, while the men seemed to lose 
all presence of mind and fought like dem- 
ons. I think I succeeded in lowering some 
twenty-five or thirty. I should say that 
there must have been thirty who never 
came out of the building alive, although it|i8 
impossible for anyone to estimate the loss o£ 
life in this building to-night. .

can lieep the old rate. 

The new organizition will greatly ro- 
semblo the trana-Miasouri freight rate com- 
iiiitteo. The office|of theaecretary will prob- 
ably bo at Chicago. The ageuta have 
been ill aeaaiou all day, and are not yet 
tliiough with cheeking up the rule alicets, 
and no Inula are given out aa lo 
what new rates will bo eatubliahed further 
tliaii that llio ralea of the Northern liiiea 
will be met. Only \Veslein r.iles are being 
eouaidered by the eoiifereneo. After 
general rales have been fixed, there are 
liuudreda ol applicaliun.s for reduetions 
to bo brought up, including "the petition 
of the World's Fair Couuniadionery fur a low 
rule ou exhibits. So fur harmony haa been 
preserved, but aomo of the reprcsencativea 
aeciii fearful that a diaugreenieut will 
coino up whereby the whole thing will 
fall fiat.

QTJEEN LILIDOKAIiANI; 

Charges U. S. Minister Steveus 
Witli Studied UufriencUlneBS. i 
—Her Statement . ^ , 



Why Harrison's Trealy Was Wltli- 
Oraim-No OfQoial Explan- 
ation As Yet. 



San Fiuscisco, March 10.— The Exam 

iner hua publiahod a atatomentby Liliuokal 
ani, tlio dcpuaod Queen of Hawuii, received 
from HoDolulu by steamer. It is the first 
statement that has been made for publica- 
tion since the overthrow' of -the monarchy, 
and is addresBed to the American , people. 
The ex-Qaeen's reference to U. S. Minister 
Stevens is as follows : 

"Tlia poaitioii liiken by the present 
American minister basbeen consistently un- 
friendly and quarrelsome. .The address hu 
delivered to me on my accession would lead 
me to suppose tbab he oonsidered the 
American protectorate established iit that 
date. It was a lecture and not an expres- 
sion of seasonable sentiments. I did 
think it a most inconsiderate Bpeech. 
Not one of the other roprcsoulu- 
tives chose my coronation day its an 
occasion for threats and penttlties. Again, 
in October last, Mr. Sleveiis sought an 
audience of me. It id usu:il eliciuocte on 
auoh occasion to inform tlio Mniititor ot 
Foreign Afi'.nrs of tlie olijoct of the audi- 
ence, so tliat >ho Sovereign may not be 
taken by surprise at the invsentutioii of 
some niicxpectod matter. The American 
minister dei;mi:d it cim jiatenl v.ith hi.s idea 
of eourtchy to relu.sc to give any intiiii itioii 
of tile cauje of liis visit. I received liim, 
notwithslaniling, in a room knouo ^I'l tlie 
lliue room. A'o aooiier liad I bowed to liim 
tiun ho gave sigiiH ot laboring under strong 
excitement, lie road a paragr.iph from ihe 
Daily Bulletin, the Honolulu evening paper, 
which ho said wa.s an infraction of Ids 
rights ua accredited representative of a 
foreign power. Trembling with omotiou, 
lie read the section from the international 
code, or some such book, which he had 
brought with him. ^ 

At tlio conclusion of his remarks I in- 
formed him that I should leave the matter 
in the hands of my rninistors, who vvould 
give it their immediate and earnest atten- 
tion. I thereupon withdrew. Tlio Ameri- 
can minister declared that he would hold 
the Hawaiian Govemmenb responsible for 
the article complained of. A more nnrea- 
sonablo act I cannot oonceive. The Bui 
letin was neither direstly' nor indirectly 
controlled by the Government. My minis- 
ters explained this position of the case to 
the Ameriean minister, who declined to be 
pacified or oven to believe their assurance 
of irresponsibility. Ho was evidently bent 
on picking n quarrel. His manifest aim was 
to embarrass me. His reluotauoo to ao- 
copt a sincero explanation was in dis- 
tinct contrast with the conduct of 
my people immediately withdrawing 
from an indignant position they had taken 
concerning Mr. Stevens' startling remarks 
at the cemetery on Decoration Day. At 
the time that certain men were being proae- 
cuted for rebellion and treason, f omo escap- 
ed on a technicality and some were commit- 
ted for trial. In the midst of the trial Mr. 
Stevens delivered liia iJeooration D;.y 
speech. Ho ridiculed political trials and 
drew comparisons most unfavorable to Ha- 
waii. Ho sneered at royalty, speaking of 
monarehiea as accursed countries. The 
question seriously presented itself to the 
minds of mony people as to whether this 
speech did not constitute t« glaring infraction 
of the duties and courtesy pertaining to a 
representative of a foreign power." 

Of the events of January 17, the day the 
monarchy was overthrown, Queen Liliuoka- 
laai spoke as follows : 

" I need only say that my one anxiety 
was to avoid violence and bloodshed. I had 
abimdant force to quell a revolution three 
times as strong as the one with which I was 
C(mfronted, bat the American minister had 
already landed his troops under a secret un- 
derstanding with the revolutionists, and no 
sooner was the proclamation read than he 
immediately recognized the Provisional 
Government, giving tho support of the 
Unit'ed States forces. To those forces I 
yielded under protest, knowing that conflict 
with our mighty neighbor could only result 
in aimless bloodshed, and feeling confident 
that when the Government of the United 
States should investigate the entire occur- 
rence it would not uphold injustice 
to my people and to myself. The 
circumstances of tho case do not 
call for a change of government. Annexa- 
tion is ri'piimiunt to tho feeliLgs of every 
native Hawaiian, as well as to many for- 
eigners. AiuiexatiuM is not necessary for 
the ends of jieaco, civilizitinn, commerce or 
security. 1'hc prosperity of our merchants 
is abundant refutation of the assertions of 
those who bewail commercial bankruptcy. 
Personal liberty is as secure in Honolulu as 
in Washington City. Probably no city can 
show a record as free from crime of all 
kinds, whore a burglary creates a sensa- 
tion. The wealth of iiiissionuriea is ovi- 
deuco of the free scope allowed to profes- 
sors of religion. 

What, then, is the ground for these 
alarming rumors of insecurity and danger so 
rife in America? It must bo manifest to 
any dispassionate inquirer that the reason 
ia to bo sought in the relentless agitation 
of a small section of the community, led on 
and captained by the American minister 
and one or two others. Lot not Ameriean 
people listen to the statements of men 
whoso only idea is restoration of tho sugar 
bounty. Let not Americana commit the 
ignoble, un-American act of forcibly onnex- 
ing a population struggling to rise from tho 
tradition of r. cent barb.-irisin. The <>ueen 
of Hawaii raises her solemn note of piotcst. 
Hawaiiana detest tho very thoiight of an- 
nexation. It is not our antagonism as yet 
to tho United .'^lalea, but it ia the over- 
whelming grief with which our native eyes 
shall behold any Hag surrounding our fair 
shores except that one associated indelibly 
with tho meniorica of our glorious past — 
glorious, not in might and battle, but in tho 
noiile ellorts of our nation to clothe itself 
with tho fair robe of enlightenment, religion 
and comuierce." 

Wa.s!1in<;ton Citv, March 10.— Cleve- 
land's first executive connnunication to tho 
Senate proved a surprise not only to Re- 
publicans, but to many Dcinocrals. The 
message was short, simply re(|ueating the 
Senate to transmit to tho executive the 
proposed treaty with Hawaii. Republican 
senators regard this action in lino with tho 
course pursued by Cleveland in withdrawing 
the Nioaraguan treaty sent to the Senate 
by Arthur in tho closing days of his admin- 
istration. The Uemooratio senators look 
upon this aot from two points of view, some 
taking tho ground that it shows that 
Cleveland ia against annexation or American 
domination cf any sort in tho Hawaiian 
Irilandfl, while otlierH hold that ho will 
send ill another treaty more to his 
liking. It is understood tho reason for 
the withdrawal was because he was opposed 



to the treaty in its present form. A gen- 
tleman who has talked with the President, 
intimated that tho President \rill suggest 
either by a message or personally to the 
tJenators that a cunimittco ba appointed to 
visit the Hawaiian I^alands this year. Secre- 
tary Qresham, when asked whether or not 
there was any explanation to be made of the 
withdrawal, replied : . " No ; at least not 
at the present." 

Manuel Conzales Dylnti 

City ok Me.xico, March 10.— Advices 
were reoeived to-day from the olty of Silas, 
in the State of Guanajuato, to the effect 

that Cen. -Manuel Gonzales, cx-prosident of 
Mexico, ia sulTering from a dangerous attack 
of sickness, and that his death is expected 
at any time. He is attended by several of 
the beat doctors in the republic. The nature 
of his malady has not l>een made public. 
Gen. Gonzales has been one of the most 
prominent figures in Mexioan politics since 
the downfall of Maximilian. He retired 
from, the presidency of Mexico to make 
room for Gen. Diaz, with a fortune of many 
millions of dollars, exclusive of vast tracts 
of the richest land in Mexico. His exten- 
sive hacienda in Guanajuato is one of the 
moat valuable ranch properties in tho repub- 
lic. Alter retiring from the presidency 
(Ion. Con/. ilea was made governor of tho 
state of Oaxactt, and later was given tho 
governorship of the state of Guanajuato.

New York, March 4, 1893.— Affairs in 
Wall street are in an entirely abnormal con- 
dition. Outsido intluences of an extraordi- 
nary character are tho controlling factors ; 
and as those influences are of a fitful, uncer- 
tain and even serious character, they are 
producing considerable demoralization and 
aflord unuauid opportunities for tho attacks 
of " bear " speculators. Tho virtual dis- 
ruption of the Reading combination and the 
placing of that company again in the hands 
of receivers, has been a serious addition to 
the demoraliiiation arising from tho external 
influences above referred to. To a ccrtam 
extent, it has been o shook to confidence io 
railroad securities ; for it shows that there 
is still a danger of large companies being 
plunged into embarrassment through the un- 
balanced ambition of managers to undertake 
extensions and responsibilities for wbioh 
their resources are inadequate. The down- 
fall of Reading has injuriously affected a wide 
range of properties. 

The sensitive state of feeling thus pro- 
duced naturally spreads to other kinds of 
securities v.hicli do not enjoy the full con- 
bileni;e of the market. A large proportion 
of " industrial " scrip must ijo rauked in 
that (exposed class. The value o( I hose i.s- 
supsi i.i as yet very violently llncliriting. 
The " indastriald " are, at the moini nt, tho 
rtally weak point. Hut for this factor and 
the apiiri lu'iision of more active money, the 
feeling would he much more buoyant, for, 
io re'jpect to the gri;cral run of legitiiiiiito 
invi'StiMiiiis, there ia a goncral concurrence 
ot (ipinion that, intrinsically, they are in a 
liualtiiy condition. 

The monetarj' derangiMnents, to which tho 
present unhealthy statu of the iiiaikel is 
mainly attributable, show little or no im- 
proveineut. Contrary to eomnion ex|)ceta- 
tion, the January imports of merchandise 
wore S"J1,U()(),000 in excess of those of last 
year, while th'.; exports show a decrease of 
^;!3,COO,000; the net result being tln.t tho 
lirsl month of 1893 exhihita an excess of 
$10, UOO.OOO ot imports over exports, while 
last year the exports exceeded tho imports 
by §37,400,000. These facts show that the 
largo exports of gold since January 1 are 
much less due to the special demand for gold 
from Franco and Austria than has been 
geuorally supposed ; thu,t, in fact, tho loss 
of gold is more due to causes connected 
with commerce than to the wide spread de- 
rangements that are inducing foreign banks 
to replenish thoir stocks of gold. Irregu- 
larities iu commercial movements aro usu- 
ally followed by corresponding reactions; 
and it may (luito possibly turn out that tho 
prospective ex[)orta of gold ordinarily inci- 
dent to tho spring months will be dimin- 
ished by the exci;eiive outllow of the last 
two months. 

Tho depleted condition of tho Treasury 
gold b:ilance still hangs threateningly over 
Wall street. The situation hus arisen from 
tho fact that, in the ordinary course of 
business us between tho Treasury and the 
banks, the Treasury has como to bold l<i«s 
than ita usual amount of " free gold," 
while tho banks have correspondingly in- 
creased their holdings of that metal. Since 
this has brought tlioTieasury close to an in- 
fringement upon a pledged reserve of gold

THE CANADA WESTERN. 

Tije Nanaimo Free Prcaa of Thuraduy 
contains an nrtiolo headed tlio " Canada 
Wealorn Bonus." In this it is asserttd that 
tho promoters of the ontorpriiie will ask the 
Ffovinoial Government for $8,000,000 cash 
bonus ; and having ventured this statement 
a number of absurd deductions aro made 
from it, Wo do not think the warmest ad- 
vocate of the Canada Western would have 
the hardihood to suggest that tho Province 
should grant a cash bonus of even half that 
amount. Wo can assure our imaginative 
. ooakmporary that neither Nanaimo nor any 
other part of this Province will be called 
opon to sanotion such a proposal. 

There have been unlooked for delays in 
porfeatinR a plan whereby tho Province will 
secure a much needed railway, but these aro 
inoideat to ony scheme of great magnitude. 
Still, those who havo had the matter in 
«harge have mnde satisfactory progress, and 
it is anderstood the details will shortly be 
communicated to the public. When a pro- 
posal for further aid is submitted will be 
tho time to discuss its roisouableness ; and 
until then tho Freo Press should refrain 
from misleading its readers with such pre- 
posterous assertions as those contained in 
the article in question. 



A SINGULAR SYNDIOATE. 

We.see that the United States Govern- 
ment has assured the Queen Regent of 
3p*in that it has no intention to interfere 
"-with the political affairs of St. Uoniingo in 
any way. There were rumors tlut tho 
Aniericinsj wore ag:iin casting longing ej-ca 
in the diroution of that island with the in- 
tention of annexing it before very long. Tho 
proceedings of a eyndicato ot United States 
•citizens gave that rumor some appearance 
-of truth. They havo recently completed 
i^hc purclmse of some half a million aurea of 
'and on Samana B.iy. This in the bay 
which in President Grant's time tho Ameri- 
cans very nearly secured as a 
naval station. The Harrhion Ad- 
ministration had, however, nothing to 
to do with this last land purchase. The 
tract was bought by private citizens from 
private owners, and even tho Government 
•of St. Domingo had no hand in the drnl. 
But it appears that tho syndicate, in order 
to bo able to enjoy their possessions in 
peace and to make their investment pay, 
propose to exercise what are gonerolly oon- 
aidered political functions. They intend to 
establish a kind of white protool-jrate over 
tho island. They aro to guarantee tho 
iutcreat on tho public debt, and ia order to 
ije able to do this they intend to collect tho 
revenue by their own agents. They also 
propose to provide the Government with 
funds to p'ly all its legitimate o.Kponses. 
An end ia to bo put to picking 
and stealing by Government offieials in 
St. Domingo and the Cnanoial all'airs of the 
Government are to bo put on a sound foot- 
ing. Tho l)argain is no doubt a good one, 
both for the taxpayers of the island and for 
the pnb'llp creditor. But can it be carried 
out? How are the herd ot professional 



politiciiina and their haugers-oQ to live ? 
Will they not as soon as thoy find the pub- 
lic chest safely padlocked 'and the keys 
placed out of their roach, dc everything in 
their power to convince the credulous 
natives that the white foreigners are their 
deadly enemies who are plottinR to soizo 
their lands and to makeslaveaof themaolves 
and their children 'i Their efforts are suru 
10 be to some extent successful and 
if the members of the syndicate have not a 
strong force at their l»ok they will be cer- 
tain to be murdered or driven out of the 
country. 

This American syndicate propose to do 
for St. Uomingo what rent Britain is doing 
for Kgypt. Yet wo see that although British 
occupation has very greatly benefited Egypt, 
its inhabitants, with the Khedive at their 
head, would, it they could, drive their Eng- 
lish benefactors out of tho country. The 
Egyptians are, wo fancy, more intelligent 
and far 1'38S barbarous than are the majority 
of the'nativeB of St. Domingo. It is just 
possible that this syndicate consider that 
they are paving the way for annexation, 
and perhaps they are, but it will have to be 
admitted that their enterprise is a very 
risky one. 

THE PREMIER'S DErARTURE. 

Tho departure of Sir John Thompson for 
Kuropo before tho conclusion of tho session 
of Parliament is an event peculiarly iator- 
esting to the citizens ot Yiotoria. He goes 
to Paris to perform his duties as ono of the 
arbitrators on tho Lohring Son dispute. The 
arbitrators moot in I'aris on tho 2;ird of tho 
present nionih. There aro seven of Lhem — • 
two British, two AniericiLU aiul three from 
Continental Europe. The British arbitrat. 
ors are Lord Hannen, a very erainenb jur- 
ist, and Sir John Thompson. The Ameri- 
cans aro Justice Harlem, of tho U. S. 
Supreme Court, and Senator Morgan. Tbo 
Maiquis Vonoata has been chcaen by tho 
Govornmont of Italy, Baroi; ile Courucl ia 
tho choice of the French Uoverament and 
Judge Cram ia the appointee of the King 
of Sweden. 

This Board ot Arbitrators is an excep- 
tionally able one. All the gentlemen com- 
posing it have been chosen for their ability 
and their Unowledga of iutcriiutional law, 
Tho dociaions at which thoy will arrive will, 
no doubt, be as nearly fair and aa closely in 
accordance with international law, liberally 
interpreted, as would be given by any seven 
men who could be chosen, Tho questions 
submitted to them are mainly historical, 
and it does not appear to us that there will 
bo any great difhoulty iu arriving at just and 
reasonable conclusions regarding them. Tho 
question of law which thoy will have to 
decide is the right ot a nation to exer- 
cise exclusive jurisdiotion on the 
high seas. That question the Americans 
have already decided against tbemsolves, 
and it appears now that the Ruasians have 
followed suit. Russia, however, ia not a 
party to the arbitration, although it cannot 
help being affected by its decision. In fact 
the arbitration will do much to settle some 
questions of International lo.w for tho whole 
world, as its decisioua will be cited when- 
ever and wherever similar <|UC8tions may 
hereafter arise. They have five questions to 
decide, Thia ia how they aro stated in a 
late number of tho New STorkTimes, which, 
wo may say, is one of the ablest as well as 
tho most reliable newspapers published in 
tho United States : 

They (the arbitrators) are naked to de- 
cide, first, what exclusive jurladictiou in 
Behring Sea and what exclusive rights iu 
the seal Qiliorioa therein were asserted and 
exercised by Russia prior to tho ccBsioii of 
Aliieka ; second, how tur the claiina oi 
jurisdiction as to tlio seal lislieriirs wciu 
recognized and conceded by (ireat liritaiii ; 
and, third, whether Behring Sea was in- 
cluded in tho phruae " Pucitie Ocean " aa 
used iu the treaty of 18125 between Kuaaia 
and Great Britain, and what rights, if any, 
in Behring Sea were held and exclusively 
exercised by Ruaaia after that treaty. 
It ia doubtful wliether our Government 
will g'!t much satisfaction or advantage 
out of tho decision of these questions. 
The claim of Russia to exclusive jurisdic- 
tion in Behring Sea wos disputed by Ijoih 
the United States and Great Britain, uiui 
it ia not oUar that anything was ever for- 
mally concluded with special reference to 
the seal fisheries. The fourth question ia 
whether the rights ot Russia as to jurisdic- 
tion and a.s to the seal fisheries did not pass 
unimpaired to the United States, under tho 
treaty of cession of 1867, east of the water 
boundary therein described. There is no 
doubt that it will be allowed that Russia 
tr.ins-f erred whatever rights she possessed, 
Init wo imagine that our present rights will 
ho detorniiued by gonorul principles of in- 
ternational law aa now recognized ami cs- 
tiililibhed rather than hy wliat Ki):.;.i;i 
claimed in the early part of the century, 
even if it is shown tliat Great BriLiiii ac- 
quiesced in her claims. 

The moat important <|ueation aiiUinitled 
for deciaion is whether the United States 
has "any right, and, if ao, what right of 
protection or properly in tlio fur seals fre- 
quenting tliii islandfi ot the United Statca in 
BehrinK Sea, whoa such aeala aro foujid out- 
side the ordinary three mile limit." Tho 
contention in our "oaso" is that wo liavj 
such a "property and intoresl" in the 
Alaskan seal herd as to justify the employ- 
ment upon the high seas of such means as 
may bo reasonably necessary to prevent its 
destruction and to secure the possession 
and benoUt of tho aamc, and that what wo 
havo already done for tho protection of 
"such property and interest" was justiQ- 
able and stands justified. This ia the 
oruoial point of tho whole controversy, biil 
we shall be surprised it the contention is 
allowed by a majority of the Board ot

Arbitrators. If not, then the really im- 
portant purpose of .ho arbitration will come 
up. The arbitrator I will be asked to decida 
what concurrent regulations between tho 
United States and Great Britain aro ucoea- 
sary, and how far thuy shall extend, for tlio 
protection of seals in Behring Sea. The two 
partiea havo agreed to abide by tbo deter- 
mination upon thia point, and to co-operato 
in securing tlio udheaioii of other powera. 
This will simply bring the mutter back 
where it was wlieu Secretary Bayird Ik gun 
bis negotiations and buforo it was muddled 
by Secretary Blaine, with the udvantago of 
a basis of agreement and oo-operation laid 
down by urbitratiou to which thapartieaare 
pledged boforohand. 

WISE RETRAOTJON. 

It is very significant that almost tho first 
act of President Cleveland is to withdraw 
from the Senate the treaty made by the late 
administration with the Hawaiian Comtnia- 
sionora. Thia act is charnotoristio of Mr. 
Clovoland. Ho ia, beyond doubt, u scrupu- 
lously honest man, and he has tho courage 
bo carry out what his sense ot justice tolls 
him is fair and right. The hasto with 
which President Harrison acted in this Ha- 
waiian business nas nothing less than inde- 
cent. '^We are not alone in this opinion. 
Harper's Weekly, commenting on the accrot 
discussion of diplomatic mutters by tho 
Senate, instanoea this Hawaiian treaty : 

It ia true, it says, that tho text 
of the treaty and the report of 
tho Socretary of Slate were made public, 
but these were only onougli to aliow how 
utterly indofonsihie, how really indecent 
w»a tho haste made by tho President and 
tho State Department, followed by tbo Com- 
mittee on Foreign Atraira and in effect de- 
manded by tho Senate. It is an insult to 
tho people of the Union to assume, as is as- 
sumed in thia case, tliat their opinion of a 
mutter of thia importunco, involving great 
and possibly irrevocable conBequenccs, ia 
not worth the attention of the Administra- 
tion and the Senate. To adopt or seek to 
adopt, a policy so radical and so far-reaching 
under the cloak ot scorooy, is in reality a 
grave violation of tho fauAanicntal principle 
of representative popular govei nment. 

Mr. Clevchiiul lias, however, made up hia 
mind that the annexation of Haivnii, if it is 
annexed, shiiU not be efl'eoted in a hurry or 
secretly. Ho is evidently dcterminod that 
both tho people of the United States and 
tho people of the Islands shall have ample 
opportunity to say what they think 
about the matter. From tho very 
Srst there has been suspicious liaato 
in this Hawaiian business. Tlio revo- 
lutionists had hardly made their first move 
when they invoked the intcriercnco of 
Conaul-General Stevens. When everything 
was perfectly quiet in Honolulu — before its 
inhabitants oven knew that a revolution 
was in progress, an armed force from an 
American ahip of war waa stationed neur 
tho public huiUlinga. Tho revolutionists 
had hardly time to warm the Eoats thoy had 
taken so unceremoniously when they sent 
an embassy to Washington to offer the 
Islands to the United States. Secretary 
Foster without hesitation received the com- 
missioners with openurm3;and, withoutdue 
deliberation or decent delay, a treaty was 
drawn up, agreed to hy tho Preaideiit, end 
sent to tho Senate for sanction. If tho 
Senate had been in as great a hurry as 
the Provisional Qovemment of Hawaii and 
tho President, tho Hawaiian Islands would 
liavo been annexed to tho United States 
without the peoplo of the United States or 
the peoplo of Hawaii buing allowed an op- 
portunity of exprcaaiflg their opinions and 
wishes in the matter. This, as the Argonaut 
pub it, was a most " unrepublican " pro- 
ceeding, and it ia now clear that President 
Cleveland baa come to the same conclusion. 
If the Ha.waiian Islands aro annexed it will 
not bo until the people who iuhaljit them 
have bud an opportunity of signifying their 
de:iires and of expressing their preference.

HEAED IN THE HOTELS. 

" Shall women ride astride ?" ta a ques- 
tion which, both in Europe and in this 

country, has been warmly debated during 
recent months, with tho result that very 
many ladies — ladies of fashion, too — have 
abandoned the side saddle. Whether tho 
" fad " will run its course and then sink in- 
to oblivion or not remains to bo seen. 

Ono of tho. first in this country 
to answer tho question in the af- 
firmative — for herself, at least — was 
Jaguarina, the famous swordswomau who 
was here Wednesday and yesterday. She 
is, in California, on authority on physical 
culture, and consequently her opinion is en- 
titled to respect. 

" Why should|women not ride astride ?" 
she replies to the stereo^ped question ; *' it 
is the only natural,' comfortable, healthful 
and common-sense position. Of course 
women should take it ' as well . as 
men, provided they can do so without mak- 
ing themselves conspiououa. There ia no 
occasion to adopt ' ridiouloua extremes 
and don the bloon)^ costume ; :the 
proper riding-habit for the common-sense 
saddle will not enable tho casual observer 
to detect that the rider ia astride her horao. 
Tho Hawaiian women ride astride; so do tho 
Mexicans, and than the latter there are few 
bettor horsewomen. Riding with tho side- 
saddle does not allow freedom of motion, or 
natural development — it tends to deform 
rather tlian to build up and strengthen. 

" I'm a firm believer in tho philosophy 
that women were meant to bo just as 
robust and hardy as men — and they can bo 
without, lo?iiig any of their womanliness. 
In fact, p' yaical culture givea grace, beauty, 
aclf-reliaace— while taking nothing but 
aclii!s: and dyspepsia. Too many women go iu 
for physical culture haphazard, however; tho 
iirat; point of all is to lind out tho weak 
points and handle them carefully, gradually 
developing them and leading tncm into 
strength. Then the cli)tliing should bo 
carefully considered, and I don't think tho 
women of the world have ever ohown more 
good aenso in dressing thon now. As long 
as this good aenso remains, Damo Fashion 
may insist on the crinoline all she wills — 
tho women won't wear it," 

Though physical culture ia Jagiiarina'a 
hobby it diel not lead her to acquire a 
knowledge of fencing; on the contrary, it 
was her knowledge of fencing that led her 
to study physical culture. Her first exhibi- 
tion with the rapier was given at Columbus, 
Ohio, when she was nine years old— 21 
ycara ago. Since then ahe has met and 
defeated with the sabre and the rapier 
Captain Jennings, Owen Davis, and a host 
of lesser notables, on foot and mounted, 
winning by hard blows and not insignificant 
wounds on two occasions her title of cham- 
pion awordawoman of tho world. Though 
not an unusually largo woman — 5 feet 7 
inches in height — Jaguarina is a model of 
perfect physical development, with muscles 
of steel and a nature never at rest when she 
is not out of doors. 

Mr. John Elliot, barrister of Nelson, 
arrived here on Thursday via Spokane, and 
will bo ou the coaat for a couple of weeks. 
Ho left Nelson a week ago Wednesday, but 
after going south only a short distance the 
train was anew bound and tho solitary pas- 
senger had a ten mile tramp through the 
snow. Then ho had to come dovr-n the 
Columbia fifty miles iu a canoe with a 
Siwash, and was very much pleased, in- 
deed, when he reached Northport.

RAILWAY DIFFICULTY. 

Troubles of the Oregon Pacino Eallway-The 
Triinseoi.tiiientiil Travels of Its Hooks. 

Nkw Youk, March 10.— A Oght ia go- 
ing on here for the possession of tho 
hooka of the Oregon Pacific Railway Com- 
pany. Tho olTicially certified reports, allow- 
ing tho appointment by Judge Fullerton, of 
tho Oregon Circuit court, of Everest 
W. Hadley, of Corvallis, Oregon, as 
receiver in place of T. Edgerton 
Hogg, of New York, have not yet arrived 
hero. Fearing that the books would bo 
sent out of the State, tho bondholders' com- 
mittee, who procured the removal of Mr. 
Hogg, to-day obtained u writ of replevin 
und had tho sheritl put in charge of, tho 
ofEoe. Mr. Hogg tnoreupon obtained an 
order from tho Supremo Court of Now 
York permitting him to recover possession 
of the office. Mr. Hogg said ho could not, 
in justice to hia bondamcn, surrender the 
records and property of tho company until 
he had been officially notified of the appoint- 
ment of a successor to himself aa receiver. 
E. C. Rand, who was engaged 
by the bondholders' committoe, as 
an expert to examine the books of 
tho company, said he went to Oregon 
to perfor.m his duties. When he arrived 
there he was told by William M. Hogg that 
tho books had been sent to tho New York 
oliice. Ho started lOast, and on hia arrival 
in New York was informed that tho books 
had been returned to Oregon. Mr. Rand 
said Mr. Hogg, when receiver, issued §750,- 
000 in receiver's certificates to pay 
obligations that were not a lien 
ou tho property. Ho organized tho 
Oregon Improvement Company, which ran 
a steamship line from Ya(|uina Bay to San 
Francisco. A contract was made whereby 
the Oregon Pacitio railway was to pay tho 
losses from this line. Tho now receiver, 
Mr. Hadloy, abrogated this contract. Mr. 
Hadley was formerly a superintendent of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St, Paul railroad.

Tho Public Accounts committee is called 
to meet on Monday.

The select committee appointed to inquire 
into tho claims of certain applicants for land 
at 'Sko mouth of Carpenter creek, will meet 
again next week to reconsider the report, 
which will have to be brought in in amend- 
ed form so as to be consistent with tho rules 
OL the House.

Ex parte Bell-Irving. 

Judgment of Mr. Justice Crease, Satur- 
day, 4th March, 1893: 

This is an appeal from the judgment of 
Mr. Justice Drake validating By-laws Num- 
bers 106 and 167 of Vancouver City for the 
issue of three hundred thousand dollars 
worth of debentures to tho liurrard lulet 
and Fraset Valley Railway Company for the 
purpose of forming a substantially continu- 
ous line of railway from the city of Vancou- 
ver to the cities of Seattle and Taoonm, in 
Washington State and other points in tho 
United States. ]'>y-la\v l.T.), which was 
passed and aaseuted to l.y the voters for the 
city, was conteated before Mr. Juatice Me- 
Creight ami its validity suatainod by that 
learned judge in his judgment of the G;h 
of December, ISilJ. That judgment ia now 
under appeal. 

Before tho last mentioned decision was 
made, to avoid litigation on the points lUf- 
pitted in by-law 159 the City and Council of 
Vancouver with tho assent of the majority 
of tho voters passed by-laws IGU and 1(17 
(omitting somo of the provisions objected 
to in by-law 159, and to meet certain objec- 
tion then raised), for the same object sub- 
stantially as that by-law, namely, the con- 
nection by railroad of tho cities of Van- 
couver, Seattle and Taconia. The legality of 
these two by-laws, which in substance form 
one by-law voted on by two dilferent seta of 
voters, was contested by the present plain- 
tiff appellant, on behalf of himself and other 
voters and confirmed by Mr. Justice Drake 
inhis judgment of the '24th of January, 1S93, 
now in appeal before us. 

It should be mentioned that none of the 
by-laws have yet been acted upon by the 
railway company, also that before the third 
passing of by-laws Nos. 166 and 167, the 
assent of the Lieutenant-Governor in Coun- 
cil was obtained to the repeal of so much of 
No. 150 as was not consistent with the pro- 
visions of Nos. 1G6 and 167, thereby the 
learned judge considered No. 1G6, which was 
not before valid, was validated. 

Ho also considered, and I agreo with him, 
that imder sub-sections 85 to S8 of section 
142 of Vancouver Incorporation Aot, the 
Corporation assuming it to have power to 
isauc debentures as a iionus in aid of a rail- 
way company, could lawfully hand them 
over to such company. Besides being law- 
ful it was considered that it would bo much 
to the pecuniary advantage of tho Corpora- 
tion to hand them over to tho company 
direct rather than risk tho raising money on 
them themselves and paying tho bonus in 
cash. 

It is noteworthy throughout that there is 
no aflidavit on the merits and that the 
plaintiff has said nothing to show that it 
would or would not bo disadvantageous to 
the city to advance three hundred thousand 
dollars (§300,000) towards bringing another 
railroad into the City of Vancouver to con- 
nect it, as this one proposes to do, with all 
tho extensive countries to the south and 
east of it. 

But it ia equally remarkablo that the de- 
fendants, if they considered such a counec- 
tion advantageous, should have proceeded 
to effect this object by the roundabout pro- 
cess of three by-iawa which, if allirmed 
now, would certainly have b'jcome a fertile 
source of litigation hereafter. 

That there could bo no doubt of such a 
result had tho promoters of these by-laws 
succeeded as I think manifest on the face of 
tho by-laws themselves. The considera- 
tions were difierent, Tho terms were al- 
tered. Forty years were turned into 21 
years. The agreement tripartite was not 
presented as signed in either by-law, neither 
do the agreements coincide. The first oon- 
iruct was not at an end before the making 
of No. lG(i. There was on the face .of tho 
lUU and 1G7 by-luws a direct contravention 
of a material clause of the Incorporation 
Act which prescribed that the rate per dol- 
lar should bo specified, an omission which 
brought the by-law within Sutherland 
against East Nissouri, 10 U. C. Q. li. G2G. 
Tliero is a question of tho accuracy of tho 
relative amounts to be sot aside as sinking 
fuiul ill each year. Tlie (irst by-law recites 
an ii(;ri:i;meiil wliicli leaves soiiiothiiig to b(! 
eidl led at a future time. 'J'ho next by-law 
while profe.s.siiig to bo the samo, recites an 
ai^reoiiieiit wliiuh does not leave anything 
to 1)0 settled at a future day, and otlie 
points present themselvea which could 
readily bo conceived as forming a ground 
for lengthened proceedings, expense and 
delay. 

Tho weak point of tho wholo proceeding 
is that that tho by-law IGO purports to re- 
peal, alter and amend a money by-law 
(" 109 "), previously passed, contrary to the 
provisions of section 29 of the Vancouver 
Incorporation Act, 1886. That section says ; 
" Every by-law for raising upon the credit 
" of the city any money not required for its 
"ordinary expenditure and not payable 
" within tho same municipal year, must re- 
" coive tho assent of tho electors of tho 
"city in tho maimer proviiled liy ihia Act." 
Thi^n it adds the following : " And when 
such assent is received no i,i/r/i hij-liin^ sIkiU 
" lif n!li-rr.i/, (unnulnl or npcalnL by Liiu 
Cr'Uiicil, i.xrept lu h':n.!iia/li r proriikd." 

It in on the meaning of these last words 
that the main question of legality or ille- 
gality turns, and to mo, taken with 
tlio context and read with tho Munici- 
pal Act, 1892, it appears perfectly clear. 

Tlio "hereinafter" is fully sati.^lied, it 
appear.s to me, by section 15 t of the Van- 
couver Incorporation Act, which provides 
as to when in any particular year the rato 
imposed by tho money by-law may bo re- 
duced by by-law. And by section 130, sub- 



section 3, which . provides for tks suspension 
of tho yearly r ^to for ony given yoar. 

Tho sectior J of tho General Munioipal^ct, 
1892, which lias been invoked to assist the 
defendants, (respondent) in this appeal has 
not, in ir,y opinion, tho eUsct sought to bo 
given £0 it. That portion of tho act— 
namc'.y^ gub-soction 4 of section ll.'i— merely 
says ssys r,o such by-law, i.e., for raising 
""".ney outside ot the ordinary municipal 
r'jvenue, should be altered or repealed ex- 
cept with tho consent of tho Lieuteuant- 
Governor-in-Conncil, a most valuable 
safeguard, which should find a place in 
every municipal net, but which appears to 
mo as not conferring tho power to repeal a 
money by-law, but merely to protect tho 
municipal credit with tho outaido world. 

By section 142 Vancouver Incorporation 
Aot, general power ia given to the council 
from time to time to pass, alter and repeal 
by-laws. But theao powers are to be oxer 
cised under the special provisions of tho 
act. 

The construction I have given to the Van- 
couver charter in applying its provisions to 
by-laws IGG and 107, is not alfooted by the 
Ceneral Municipal Act, 1892, except to ex- 
tend the additional protection to a money 
by-law which I have described. Tho ap 
plication of the charter to theeo by-laws is 
oompleto ot itself; and were there any 
repugnancy or inoonsistenoy batween tho 
general and special aot, although the former 
ia later in date, the special oct would pre- 
vail, on the principle generalia specialibia 
non dcrogant. ( Endlich-Maxwoll on Statutes, 
section 2'2."! et iie(j.) 

The Ijogialaturo having, at the request of 
tho corporation, already given its attention 
to the Act for tho Incorporation of Vancou- 
ver city. It may be reasonably presumed not 
to have Intended to alter the special charter 
by a general act, unless that intention had 
been manifested in explicit language — 
which is absent here — or there were some 
thing to show that such general act was in- 
tended by the Legislature to embrace tho 
special ])rovi,sioiia of tho charter. There is 
nolliiug ill aictioiia 4 and 5 or other pre- 
liminary sectiuna of tho General Municipal 
Act of l!i!)2 to favor such a derogation. 

It is btatcil that no objection would have 
been raised to IGG and Ui7 if they bad bet ii 
drawn out at drat as they now staud. How- 
ever that may bo', it is withiu iho scope of 
our present inquiry as I view the various 
acts. 

As it is, owing to the peculiar manner iu 
wliicli ihe by lawa have lieen framed i 
Jiahsed, ami the objections which have bi 
raiaeil, these by-laws wliicli purported to bo 
a hoiiidit to the city have merely produced 
something like a deadlock ; from which, 
judging Irom appearances, nothing can ex 
iricato them but legislation ; which is bo 
youd the province oi a court. 

There is, however, evidence before us 
that no action haa been taken to parry tho 
by-law and the agreement into execution, so 
tliat there are no vested interests arising 
from that cause in the way of such 
solution. ' 

It appears to me therefore, from a con- 
sideration of all tho provisions of the acts 
taken together, and as applied to Municipal 
by-laws, 'that ic was the deliberate intention 
of tho Legislature, that when once people 
bad embarked their money on the security 
of a by-law creating a loan for other than 
ordinary expenditure of the Corporation, no 
chango should then be made in it by the 
mutable personnel of a municipal body, ex- 
cept as above specified. 

And, as a furllier assurance to that effect, 
section ll.'i, sub-section 4, of tho General 
Municipal Act, 1S92 — to which I bav( 
already referred — adds a further precaution 
for tho safety of such a scnaitivo plant as 
capital; that no such liy-law should be 
altered or repealed except with the consent 
of the Lieuteuant-Governor-in-Council. This 
is no permissive power to grant a repeal, 
but a further precaution against hasty 
action for the security of investors, and to 
preserve the public credit of the municipal- 
ity; and this I consider to bo tho prop^ 
construction to apply to by-laws 16G and 
1G7. There was no power in tho Council to 
repeal 159, and for tho reasons I have given, 
I consider IGG aud 1G7 are invalitl and ultra 
vire-i of the Corporation, and conBcquently 
that the judgn.ent under appeal should b 
reveraed and the appeal allowed with iho 
coats of this court and of tho court below.

For the last 10 or 12 years, however, that 
side of the falls 1ms been V shaped instead 
of U shaped, tho change being caused by 
a wearing away of the ledge over wliich 
tho waters i)our. On Jan. 4, 1889, a great 
dLsplacement of rocks again took place, 
and now tho Canadian side of tho great 
cataract is known as Horseshoe falls.

— Everybody was glad 
to aeo tho termination of tho Budget debate, 
bko notice of which was on the order paper 
exactly two weeks. During this period 
over forty speeches wore delivered, some 
exoellest ; 'others in regard to which lit tie of 
a complimentary nature can be said. After 
alliitseems as if the wisest man in Parliament 
is he who keeps his mouth shut. Mr. Cal- 
rin, as noted in my letter lust week, in a 
i' nionienl of weakness " blurted out thut 
he would vote for Sir Richard Cartwright's 
aiueiidiiient because he waa not satistied 
with the nuiuncT in which th.'j (joverir.ueiit 
was liealing with the tarifif (|Ut3liou. If, 
however, all that ono hcara ho true, Mr. 
Calvin since then has ex[iresaed liis reijrot 
for the statement which ho nuido. lie lis- 
tened to Mr. Foster's speech in closing tho 
debitc and was convinced thereby, what ho 
had evidently forgotten for tho time l)ciug, 
that tliero are two sides to every (jucstion. 
If he had not made his uufortuuate promise 
a week before to support Sir Uicliivrd Carl- 
wrigiil'a amendmeuli| Mr. C.ilvin ia since 
understood to have staled that when the 
division was called he would ha.vo been 
found in the Ministeridl ranks. 

Mr. Liurier, undoubtedly, made a very 
able speech on Tuesday evening. He was 
not, however, at his best. lb seemed to the 
careful listener that the Opposition leader 
did not speak with his customary eloquence 
and that ho labored a little. Whether this 
was duo to iudispositiun or not I oannob 
say. Some of his own friends stAte that 
Mr. biurier was not feeling well that even- 
ing, which would account for biS not being 
up to his usual trim. He made a veiy 
strong argument, nevertheless, from the 
Jjiheral ataudpoint, an argument, however, 
which criimbied away to dust in the hands 
of Mr. Foster. 

It his been my privilege to have listened 
to some notable speeches in the llouae dur- 
ing the paiU ten jeara, and I am fully in 
accord wiih those mcnibera who liavo been 
hero for a like period, that never in the 
past decade lias there been such uii able 
speech delivered as that which ^Ir. Foster 
gave to the House this week. It is 
impossible to adt (finitely describe it 
in a iicM'spaper letter. Kvea the printed 
speech will hardly convey to a close 
reader its force, its mugnideenco and its elo- 
quence, Ono hod to hear it to thoroughly 
appreciate it. Even the Liberal members 
are now prepared to admit that George 
Eulas Foster is undoubtedly tho ablest de- 
bater ia Parliament and po°aibly in tho Do- 
minion of Canada. Mr. Foster is not ono 
given to making friends. Ho is of a quiet, 
retiring disposition ; he finds it difficult to 
bring himself up or down — which Is it t — 
to the level of " the boys " and has a strong 
dispoaitioQ to get to hla home as soon as be 
can when the day's labors have ended, 
rather than go to the club or any social 
gathering, When he first entered Parlia- 
ment he was looked upon with suspicion. 
Ho was then known aa Professor Foster and 
had previously obtained an exteasivo 
reputation as a platform speaker 
or lecturer in tho cauao of 
prohibition or temperance reform. He 
brought with him into tho Ilouao tho ex- 
perience he had gained on a thousand plat- 
forms, and although his didactic stylo was 
not appreciatedut tirat, ten years' experience 
in the Conmions nod the adoption of a aonio- 
what Icaa formal method of speaking 
has made him tho strongest man in debate 
in Parliament. 

It is the general impression thut each ses- 
sion for the last three or four years has 
shown an improvement in Mr. Foster's do- 
baling iiualitiea, the culmination being 
reached, as I have stated, on Tiieaday even- 
ing hist. Everything waa favorable to hini. 
The galleries were tilled to overflowing ; it 
waa tho biggest janj that I have seen for 
many years past, the people being drawn 
there by theannouncenient that Mr. Laurier 
was to speak. Those who were privileged 
to get into the great chamber beard not 
only Mr. Lnurier but Mr, Foster in reply, 
and doubtless all those who v.'erc present 
will long remember this duel of worda. 

HRIBEKY AT KI.KCTION'S. 

The bill int|roduced by Dr. Weldon, the 
able member for Albert, to punish those 
who accept bribes, came near being wrecked 
on Wednesday evening. The opinion of the 
I more ialolligent members of the House is in 
favor of tho measure. Dr. Weldon, when 
he inUoiluced the bill, ia acknowledgeil to 
have made out a very strong case, but it 
was hardly thought that such a fate would 
overtake the nieaaure as that which nearly 
befell it. Tho principle of the bill having 
l)eeu endorsed on the second reading, tho 
House went into comniitteu upon it, and it 
was at this point that the snag was struck. 
Aldcrniiui Jeaniiotle, who succeeded Senator 
Desjardina in the rejireuenlation of Hoche- 
lagu, discuaacd the proviaioiis of the bill in 
his own language, which ho had a perfect 
right to do, hut it was sotnevvhut unfortu- 
nate for Dr. Weldon that, although a good 
French scholar so far oa its literature is 
concerned, like many other lingliah-apeak- 
lag inembera of tho House, his ear ia not 
well trained to the apokenlarguago, and he did 
not fully comprehend tho drift of Mr. Jeau- 
notte's remarks. In olosiag his observations 
the member for HooheUga moved that the 
committee rise. 

As your readers are doubtless well aware 
in a caae of this kind when no report of the 
committee's action is ma.do to the Speaker, 
and when permission is not obtained to "sit 
again" it simply means that the hill ia kill- 
ed. This ia tho fato which befell Dr, Wel- 
don's moosure on Wednesday evening, aa 
the committee, by a majority of live, roao 
without reporting. Dr. \^ eldon naturally 
was greatly concerned when ho discovered 
what had happened. Niat day, liowevor, 
he had no difficulty in securing an order of 
the House that the bill be again placed on 



the orders of tho day for consideration by 
the committee of the whole. The principle 
of the bill is that a man who sella his vote 
and who ia so proven to have sold it, will be 
deprived of such vote for a term of years, 
Tlio bill now Stands a fairly good chance of 
being passed this session. 

THIS MAMTOIIA SCnOOL QUESTION. 

Judging from the ob.sorvations of Sir John 
Thompaou in tho House on Thursday, he 
does not like the innuendo credited by 
tho noivspapera to Mr, Tarte, that he (Sir 
John) ia aiixioua to slip away to England 
without a discussion on tho Manitoba School 
question taking place and he preaent in the 
House. Tho erratic metiiher for L'laletmia- 
took hia mun when he implied cowardice on 
Sir John Thompson's yart. Tho Premier 
haa never been known to shirk hia responsi- 
bility on any question with which he haa had 
to deal. It ia a matter of history now, how 
manfully bo grappled with tho Riel ques- 
tion iiiiniediately after he entered Parlia- 
ment, and the effective reply which ho made 
to Mr. Blake on that occasion will long bo 
remembered by Parliamentarians. .Mr. 
Tarte will fiud, when ho brings up the school 
(Hieatioii on Monday, that the First Minis- 
ter is prepared to meet him at every isauo, 

TUIC r.OUK Of I'AUI.IAMENT. 

Those familiar with the personnel of both 
Houses cannot but recognize the vast iin- 
jiroverneat in the people's repreacntativea 
that has taken place of late ye.iiH, The 
changea in tho coniposition of the .Senate 
have been very nuiiiernus within the past 
half decade, duo to tho fact that many of 
tho.ao who were appointed to the Upper 
House at Confodcration hud run their 
allotted span, and consequently many 
dropped off about tho same time. 'I'liia 
gave an opportunity to Sir John iMuc- 
diinald to put in men of standing in the 
community, and unquestionably they are 
good men. Take for instance such men aa 
George A. Druinmond, of Montreal; Mr. 
Loughoed, of Calgary | Mr. Sanford, of 
Hamilton; Mr. Perley, of Assiniboiu; and a 
dozen others. The policy adopted by Sir 
John Maedonald in this respect waa fol- 
lowed by his* successor. Sir John Abbott, 
and by Sir John Thompson. Some very 
able men entered the Senate for the first 
time this year, among them being Mr. 
Angers, Mr. Beruier, Dr. Ferguson, of 
Welland; Mr. Primrose, of Piotou; and Mr. 
Kirahholler, of Brandon. 

Only ia one rcspeel did Sir John -Mac- 
donuld make a mistake, and that was when 
be cauaorl Mr. Itoulton, of Shell River, 
Manitoba, to leave hia prairie houie to be 
CDine a li;gisIator of Canada. If there ba any 
luiin in the Upper House more in disrepute 
among his brother Senators ilun another 
Mr. lloultoa is the man. He ia an indo 
raiig'»ble worker. He posseesea little or no 
ability, Inifc has the faculty of coKeotii)g in- 
forniatioii v^diich be can reel off by the yard. 
This week he took up the whole of' f.vo 
afteruooua in liiacussiiig tariff and trade 
matters on his motion for the appointment 
of a select committee to investigate the in 
duatrial progress of the country, Tho 
Senators were very, very tired of tho windy 
hurangue, but there was no means of 
stopping Mr. Boultou. Ho was wound 
up like a clock and must neces- 
sarily run down. But, oh ! the mutterinqa 
and tho iiiurmurings, the frowns and mani 
fcst displeasure which was evidenced in the 
Upper House. Mr. Boultou, however, pur 
sued the even tenor of his way and having 
in his judgment made oat a strong case for 
tho uppointment of a select committee, very 
meekly withdrew his motion when Mr, 
Bowell politely informed him the request 
would not be granted. If any of your 
British Columbia readers can suggoat u 
means hy which Senator Boultsn'a flow of 
eloquence can be stopped, without jeopar 
diz-ng tho constitution or acting contrary 
to Parliamentary practice and procedure, 
they will confer a favor on the Senate. Any 
suggestions on this head will doubtless be 
thankfully received by Mr. Speaker Robs. 

An animated debate is expected on Mr. 
McCarthy's tariff resolution. Its phrase- 
ology haa been closely scanned and tlie gen- 
eral impression ia thut it haa been very 
carefully worded. It is designed to catch 
tho unwary and bring in all those who hold 
views either ia favor of free trade, tariff re- 
form, or preferential trade. Much curiosity 
has been aroused as to the course which Mr. 
McNeill, Col. O'lirien and other members 
of their way of thinking will take. It is 
said that the Liberal party will unanimously 
support; the amendment. 



WINNEPES WIRINGS. 

Jiillux of Iiunilgrants— Jliinltoba hegishiture 
to be I'mroijued Monday— New liaiik 
liuUding— Breaking reiiitenthiry. 

WiSNii-Kc, March 10. — (Special) -To d iy 
marks tho real opeuing of the immigration 
season. Tho eastern train arrived in two 
sections and brought in nearly 400 aettlersfor 
this province and the territories. The first 
section arrived at 1'2:10 and had onboard 
i2l innnigrants frojii I'lugland. They were 
ticketed to various jjarts of the province, 7.'i 
remuiuing in Winnipeg. The second aecliou, 
which reached here Bh»rtly after three 
o'clock, brought in 250, principally from 
Eastern Canada. 

The Manitoba Legislature will prorogue 
on Monday. At last night's session a bill 
was passed creating a new municipality out 
of portions of the municipalities surround- 
ing Winnipeg.
